men, according to fort officers. 

Private Herndon was placed un- 
der arrest pending an. investigation 
by a board of inquiry, composed of 
three officers a. the fort. whieh will 
meet this morning at 10 o’clock. The 
shooting having occurred on a gov- 
ernment reservation, army: officers 
will handle the case, and the outcome 
will depend upon the. findings of the 
board. 

In the event the investigation dis- 
closes that the shooting was justi- 
fiable. Herndon will be released from 
confinement in the fort prison. If the 
board decides that he should be tried, 
the young slayer will be summoned 
either before a general court-martial 
or turned over to federal district

May g)-— After 
three hours’ deliberation, a jury. here 
Wednesday night found former Gov- 
ernor Jonathan M. Davis not guilty 
of conspiring t« solicit a bribe froim 
Walter Grundy, a convicted Hutch- 
inson banker, in exchange for a par- 
don. 

Four ballots were taken. The first, 
it was understood, was 10 to 2 for 
acquittal, the second 10 to 2 for ac- 
quittal, the third 11 to 1 for acquit- 
tal, and the fourth ballot. not guilty. 

Davis All Smiles. 

The former governor received the 
verdict with a broad smile. 

“I knew it would happen; I have 
been vindicated personally and politi- 
cally,” was all he said. 

His wife. Mollie Davis, stood be- 
side him. She wept. The tears 
coursed down her face as the foreman 
of the jury announced the verdict. 

The ex-governor shook hands with 
his attorneys, then walked to the jury 
box, shook hands with all the jurymen 
and thanked them for their verdict. 

Davis’ son. Russell, about whom the 
trial revolved, was not present. 
Neither was Carl J, Peterson, former 
state banking commissioner, who was 
jointly charged with the. elder Davis. 

Tria) Lasts Week. 

The trial, the most sensational in 
the annals of Kansas, has lasted a 
week. 

Davis was specifically charged with 
conspiring to sell a pardon to Grundy 
through A. O. Oswald, Grundy’s .at- 
torney, for $2,500 

Testimony tended to show 
Davis was represented in the alleged 
negotiations by Carl J. Peterson, for- 
mer state bank commissioner, who, Os- 
wald. testified; “said “the governor was 
to receive $1,500 and he (Peterson) 
$1,000,” if Grundy bought the pardon, 

The alleged Grundy offer was re- 
vealed shortly after the Kansas City 
(Mo.) Jaurnal-Post trapped Russel! 
Davis, the ex-governor’s son, in the 
act of selling a pardon to Fred W. 
Pollman, a paroled banker. The news- 
paper printed an expose which ,result- 
ed in the former governor’s arrest two 
hours before Davis’ successor, Gover- 
nor Ben S. Paulen, was inaugurated.

serve. Under the emergency ot war 
times, the raising of huge sums of 
money by the government by arrangz- 
ing levies to take a large toll on in- 
comes of the individual or corporation 
was justified, but that time is past.’ 

Striking a keynote for adherence co 
the pringiples laid down by the 
founders of this country in the con- 
stitution, Senator George said the 
burden of the government should not 
be placed on any one class, for in th+ 
end the consumer must pay. The 
basic principle of the constitution, 
the establishment of justice, is being 
overlooked by many lawmakers, he 
said. “The founders of the United 
States meant to establish a govern- 
ment of absolute and equal justice 
between all classes.” 

“Do the states expect their repre- 
sentatives in the national government 
to follow a course likely to return 
them to office, or one likely to bring 
prosperity and commend the govern- 
ment to all citizens? As for me I'l 
follow my conscience wherever it 
leads.” (‘Tremendous apnl.use.) 

In his opening remarks, Senator 
George told his hearers there is a sur 
plus “from the present fiscal peer of 
the federal government of $100,000. 
000; and the appropriations for the 
fiscal. year $3500 00 in July wil! 
total over $3,000 §00,000,000 It is the 
purpose of the ways and means com 
mittee, of which he is a member, to 
budget the expenditures of the gov- 
e-nment for the next year so they will 
be brought well within the three-bil- 
licn mark, he said. 

Reduction in federal taxes is most 
important because it may be the last 
in the immediate futiire and will tend 
to relieve the pressure on taxpayers 
and the feeling of aggravation grow- 
ing out of the inability of foreign 
debtors to pay their debts, Senator 
George pointed out. “We are not 
hard and merciless creditors toward 
our foreign debtors. International 
obligations can be enforced in only 
one way—war, and that is incon- 
ceivable in this case. They will fund 
their debts and pay them as rapidly 
as possible,” he said. 

Senator George gave two theories 
of taxation: one that the tax power 
shall be employed always and ex- 
clusively for raising revenue for the 
government: the other that it shall 
be used to redistribute the accumu- 
lated wealth of the country, or, in 
the second, what some people con- 
ceive to be social and economic re- 
form. The rightful power to tax 
has nothing to do with the redis- 
tribution of wealth, he asserted. The 
two theories .will be in conflict the 
moment the 1926 tax system is taken 
into consideration, he predicted. 

Pointing out that the human na- 
ture equation is one of the most im- 
portant to take into consideration in 
taxation, Senator George said that 
the tax maker must consider the re- 
action of the ordinary and average 
man to tax legislation; for, he said, 
to favor one class is only to induce 
citizens fo commit perjury no matter 
what penalty is imposed. “Taxation 
must be prepared from the viewpoint 
of the man who pays as well as from 
the viewpoint of the man who uses 
the taxes, for the burden at last 
rests upon the man who labors with 
his hand and head, for what is 
wealth but the conserration of labor? 
It is an impossible dream to levy 
taxes to stop before the burden is felt 
by the man who labors with his hands 
and head, so the real burden falls 
and rests at last upon the weakest 
member of the economic system.” 

Senator George showed that “any 
tax levy on income or estate which 
indirectly or directly seriously bur- 
dens legitimate business or hurts the 
growth of business and industry is 
inherently wrong.” 

Distinctive Taxation. 

“The overlapping burden in some 
states makes it necessary for the fed- 
eral government to restrict its ac- 
tivities or withdraw and leave it to 
the state. There is not likely to be 
injustice to estates in the states,” he 
said.

HEALTH TALKS 
BY WILIIAM BRADY, M. D. 
' GOOD HEALTH RULES. 


Ss. T. has formulated some 
rules which he says were in- 


‘spired largely -by the health taught 


here, and he would like to know what 
I think of his rules. He would 
also like to know how one may know 
when one is enjoying perfect health. 

Here are the rules W. S. P. gives: 
1, I try my best to keep the moral 
aw, 
_2. I sleep from 7 to 11 hours every 
night. 


3. I walk every day five to seven 


miles. 

4. I eat a reasonable amount of 
Coarse food each day. 

F ). I work from 7 to 11 hours every 
ay. 

6G. I play a little every day. 

7. I do not worry. 

These are. pretty food rules, espe- 
cially the first five. Rule 6 it seems 
to me is covered sufficiently by rule 
3, and rule No. is superfluons— 
anyway, it is pretty well covered by 
No. 1. Rule No. 4 might be made 
a little more explicit, specifying raw 
vegetables or raw fruit. 

The only way one may know the 
actual state of one’s health is by hav- 
ing a regular periodic health exami- 
nation made by the doctor. Of course. 
if one is fair with oneself and well 
informed about health or hygiene (not 
about diseases or symptoms), one will 
almost realize that there is something 
not quite right when health does fall 
below par for any reason. But we 
are very fond of deceiving ourselves 
about this: we like to explain away 
seemingly trifling impairments of 
health, and wait until we are quite cer- 
tainly “sick enough fo see a doctor.” 
The set of rules proposed by W. 8. P. 
might include in place of Rules Nos. 6 
and 7, this as Rule No. 6: I have a 
complete health examination by my 
doctor annually.

As I read the roll of the dead of the 
past year in our own Georgia Confed- 
erate home, whore being memorial- 
ized today, my eyes were wet, for I 
realized more vividly than ever how 
rapidly the old gray line is shortening 


-land that in a few years more will have 


vanished from mortal eyes. 

May God bless the brave old boys 
who do get to Dallas! His grace for 
sixty years has preserved them unto 
the happy day. 

I imagine that at 74 I am one of 
the very youngest of the veterans. 
The only comrade of our company 
whom I know to be living is ex-Sena- 
tor Charlie Thomas, of Colorado, now 
practicing law here at the capital. We 


were in the “Lightfoot Guards,” of 
Macon, enrolled in January, 1865, in 
Findley’s Fifth Georgia reserves (or 
“preserves,” as the regulars dubbed 
us). Harry Crisp, the actor and uncle 
of Congressman Charlie Crisp, was 
our captain. But all are gone over, I 
believe, except Thomas and me. 


Writing of the Confederates, let me 
mention a curious find that I made in 
my researches in the Congressional 
library the other day. 

John Mitchel, the Irish patriot, so 
long an exile here in America, mostly 
in Knoxville, Tenn., where he was 
employed by my father on his daily 
newspaper, was again in Ireland in 
1875. - He made a speech at Cork, 
which the “Examiner” paper reported 
and in which Mitchel said: 

“The London Times, indeed, has 
discovered a third ‘disgraceful crime of 
which I have been guilty, namely, that 
I was. southern Confederate during 
the war in America. As to this last 
charge, I own the soft impeachment: 
I was a Confederate and so were all 
the best men I met in America. (Hear, 
hear!) My three sons served in the 
Confederate army, and two of them 
fell in battle. Iam not such a craven 
recreant as to affect to be ashamed 
of that cause!” 

‘Three cheers and a tiger for brave 
old John!

‘Arms Control 


ParleyNearing 
GlitteringGoal 


Geneva, May, 20.—Under Anglo- 
American leadership the league of 
nations conference for the limitation 
of the traffic in arms and munitions 
is proceeding through a mass of un- 
romantic details toward a glittering 


goal. 

Theodore E. Burton. the principal 
American delegate, experienced the 
satisfaction Wednesday of seeing all 
the American amendments to the va- 
rious proposals for effecting the con- 
ference’s purposes adopted without 
debate. These amendments’ were 
designed to relieve the United States 
from the necessity of becoming obli- 
gated to the league of nations through 
the operation of the conventions to be 
drawn by the conference. Among 
them was the amendment upon which 
a sharp fight had been expected— 
the elimination of the league from 
control over the statistics of arms 
production, imports and exports. 


Burton Outlines Views. 


Burton outlined his views of the 
conference's purposes in a speech op- 
posing a stiggestion whereby the con- 
vention regulating the traffic in arms 
and munitions and the convention con- 
trolling the private manufacture of 
arms would be made simultaneously

effective. | 


It was unnecessary to make one 
convention depend upon the other, 
Burton said, because publicity was 
the essence of the conference’s tasks, 
and publicity was necessary for arms 
manufactured for purposes of peace 
as well as war. He urged faith in 
the moral force of the world and 


warned the conference against hypno- 
tism by the spectre of war. 

The British delegate immediately 
rose to support Burton’s remarks. 

So far the conference has accom- 
plished three things of importance in 
its effort to banish from the world 
the picturesque, sinister smuggler of 
rms, and to control governments 

hich permit arms to be exported 
into improper’ hands. 

System of Licenses. 


The committees have adopted a 
system of licenses for arms exports; 
have recommended that each govern- 
ment publish annual statistics of its 
arms traffic; and have exempted from 
control and license many cumber- 
some weapons in order to simplify 
the whole procedure. Thus, it has 
been decided to exclude from control 
warships, submarines, armored cars 
and flame throwers on the theory 
that secret traffic is such cumber- 
some article would be difficult and 
also that revolutionary governments 
are not likely to seek such expensive 
weapons. Airplanes also have been 
excluded from control because any 
commercial airplane is 1. _ potential 
weapon, capable of carrying bombs 
and machine guns. Hence control 
would impede the progress of com- 
mercial aviation. 


Aims .of Conference. 


League members sum up the aims 
of the conference as: 

1. To control the’ export of arms 
or munitions by a system of licenses 
granted by the governments and to 
publish statistics of the traffic thus 
licensed. 

2. To prevent clandestine buying 
of arms or munitions. 

It is aoped to arrest smuggling 


by these means and to prevent any |: 


country. large or small, from secretly 
acquiring a hoard of weapons from 
foreign sources. By means of limi- 
tation of licenses it is intended to 
prevent the export of arms into coun- 
tries where they are likely to become 
a menace to order, as for instance 
into country where there is con- 
sid internal disturbance such as

GERMANY PLANS 
~_ TARIFF REVISION 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Berlin, May 20.—Relatively large 
tariff changes affecting the chemical 
industry are contemplated by the 
German government, ‘This is princi- 
pally because foreign countries which 
before the war were extensively sup- 
plied with chemicals by Germany, 
have developed their own chemicals, 
often with government aid and high 
tariff protection. It is proposed that 
aniline dyes will continue to be ad- 
mitted tariff free in Germany but that 
the tax on’ mineral dyes will be in- 
creased, 

In pharmaceutical products, only 
medicines of inferior quality will be 
given increased duties. 

The proposed new tariff contem- 
plates tariff increases on rye, wheat, 
barley and oats, in the hope of sta- 
bilizing agricultural prices and in- 
creasing production. : 

It also is proposed to establish a 
duty on meats, lard and fatg in order 
to protect the German farmers from 
the competition of imported Argen- 
tine meats 

Germany’s proposed new tariff on 
automobiles will definitely bar Ameri- 
can cars from the German market, . 
American business men kere believe. 
Some American business men here 
have been already inclined to view 
the government’s proposed new tariff 
policy as violating the most favored 
nation clause.

3,142 Prisoners 
At Federal Pen 
Sets Record Mark 


The nufiber of inmates at the At- 
lanta Federal penitentiary Wednesday 
soared to a new record mark of 3,- 
142, when two new carloads of pris- 
oners arrived from Toledo, Ohio, and 
Little Rock, Ark., and five others 
came from South Carolina. Crowded 
conditions continue to furnish a prob- 
lem as to the housing of the new 
men and it is only a matter of time 
until it will be impossible to care for 
other prisoners, according to prison 
officials. ; 

Men now are housed. in rooms orig- 
inally intended for baths and many 
basement rooms are now used as sleep- 
ing quarters for prisoners. The insti- 
tution. was intended to house 1,400 
men but has been forced to care for 
more than twice that number for the 
past seyeral months, It is expected 
that congress will take steps to rem-

It is told that J. P. Morgan sug- 
gested a salary of $1,000,000 per 
year for Mr. Schwab as president of 
the steel trust, but the latter asked to 
be given instead 2 per cent of the 
earnings in excess of $70,000,000, the 
estimated earnings of the corpora- 
tion. His income during the first 
year was $2,000,000. Resigning as 
president of the steel combine in 
1901, Mr. Schwab purchased control 
of the Bethlehem Steel company, of 
which he is now chairman of the 
board. During the world wae, Mr. 
Schwab served as director general of 
the U. S. Emergency Fleet corpora- 
tion, under appointment by President 
Woodrow Wilson. 

Mr. Sehwab became a member of 
the board of directors of the Stutz 
Motor Car company in 1922.

sentiment was affected by a favorable 
view of the weekly report by the 
weather bureau. May eased off to 
22.68 and October to 22,20 while 
July sold at 22.68. but at the fig- 
ures the decline’ was checked by cov- 
ering, and the market Tkter turned 
suddenly upward. 

The advance appeared to start in 
the New Orleans market. New Or- 
leans was a buyer here and shorts 
evidently found a comparatively small 
May 
sold up to 23.38 before the demand 
was supplied, or 48 points net higher, 
and the strength of the old crop 
months. combined with complaints 
that rains were beginning to be much 
needed in south Texas. pulled the new 
crop positions up to 22.73 for Octo- 
ber, a net advance of .24 points.

Improved Conditions. 


This indicates improved financial 
conditions in consuming markets and 
suggests that the United States is not 
as yet in much danger of losing its 
supremacy as a source of supply for 
a high quality cotton. Exports of 
American cotton from August 1 to 
March 31 were 6.841.918 bales, com- 
pared with 4,617,316 bales in the cor- 
responding perlod ending March 31. 
1924. Cotton exports in March were 
twice those of the same month last 
year. Exports from some other sur- 
plus-producing countries apparently 
have not been proportionately as 
large. 

“These significant facts point out 
that the free movement by the Ameri- 
can crop is in part a tribute to its 
superior spinning qualities and in 
part a reflection of improved foreign 
exchange conditions. The rise of 
sterling has been a powerful influence 
in stimulating the export movement. 
There is much more cotton on had 
at European and continental ports 
now than. there was at this time last 
year, and the change is believed tv 
show hotb increased power and it- 
creased willingness to assume risks 
of holding a large supply unti] if is 
needed for consumption.”

ADVANGE I SEEN 
IN GRAIN MARKET 


_ Chicago, May 20.—(By the Asso 
ciated Press.)—Increased activity and 
higher prices stood out to a notable 
extent in the+ wheat market today. 
Much attention Wus given to an offi- 
cial estimate that the total winter 
wheat acreage of 20 countries this 
year shows a decrease of 1.5 per cent 
compared with last year. Closing 
prices on wheat were unsettled, 1 3-3 
to 3 cents net higher; May $1.69 1-2 
to $1.69 3-4 and July $1.55 to 
$1.55 1-8. with corn unchanged to 
»-8-cent lower, oats 1-8-cent to 1-4- 
cent up, and provisions varying from 
the same as yesterday's finish to a 
rise of 20. cents. 

Big abandonment of wheat acre- 
age in the United States on account 
of heavy winter killing turned an in- 
crease into a-decrease for 20 coun- 
tries taken as an whole. Remaining 
winter wheat territory of the 20 coun- 
trfes amounts to 126,457,000 acres. 
Another factor which tended to lift 
wheat values today was ‘notice of 
unusual wide extremes of temperature 
in the spring wheat states during the 
past few days. 

Lack of moisture northwest wos 
also complained of. New adverse 
crm) reports from the domestic wins 
ter wheat belt too were likewise cur- 
rent. 

Upturns in sterling exchange to the 
topmost points since 1914 and almost 
to par tended to stimulate the rise of 
wheat values, especially as export de 
mand for breadstuffs was fairly ac:

April exports, estimated 
to have been around four hundred 
million dollars in value, were some- 
what smaller than March sales abroad 
but were greater than April exports 
in any year since 1920 and over $53.- 
000.000 ahead of a year ago. Im- 
ports during April were $24,500,000 
greater in’ value than during the cor- 
responding thonth of 1924. During 
the last ten months exports, at nearly 
$4,200,000;000 in value, amounted to 
$1,000,000,000 _more than imports. 
This remarkably satisfactory showing 
has been due largely to more stabil- 
ized economic conditions in Europe.

Thus the month witnessed a contin- 
uation of the excess gold export move- 
ment which commenced toward the 
end of last year. Some idea of where 
the $188,905,000 of gold we tigger 
from this. country from Decem 

last year through March, 1925, can be 
obtained from a New York federal 
reserve board compilation, which 
shows that during the period in ques- 
tion we sent $65,130,000 to Germany, 
$58,431,000 to British India, $25,905.,- 
000 to Australia, $16.424.000 to Engz- 
land. $5,643,000 to the Netherlands, 
$2.815.000 to China and Hong Kong, 
$2.004.000 to Sweden. $1,104.000 to 
Poland and $11,449,000 to all other 
countries. 

All these exports of gold have done 
much to swell our foreign trade, since 
it has given other countries money 
with which to purchase goods ‘rom 
the United States. And our supplies 
of gold are so heavy that even the 
189 million dollars sent out during 
the past five months have made 
scarcely an impression.

Summary of Cotton Belt 


and Weather| 


Washington, May 20.—Crop and 
weather conditions in southern states 
‘for the week ended yesterday were 
summarized by the sc of ag- 
riculture today as follows: - 


There were further beneficial rajns 
in the central and eastern portions of 
the cotton belt, and considerable seed 
that had lain dormant for some time 
has now germinated. If was too cool, 
however, in the northern cotton - dis- 
tricts, especially in the northeastern 
portion of the belt, where the <defi- 
ciency in temperature was rather pro- 
nounced. The temperatures were gen- 
erally favorable in the southern half 
of the belt. 


In Texas cotton made very good ad- 
vance, except where it continued too 
dry in some southern districts, and 
general rains would be helpful over 
the southern half of the state; plant- 
ing progressed very well and the late 
planted is germinating satisfactorily. 
In Oklahoma the week was only fairly 
favorable for cotton, as warmth and 
sunshine were needed for proper ger- 
mination; early stands were generally 
good but late rather poor. Cotton is 

well cultivated in Arkansas and ad- 
vanced favorably during the week, 
though the latter part was rather cool. 
The weather conditions were excellent 
in Louisiana; squares are appearing 
on the early plants. 

It was too cool for the best results 
in Tennessee, Virginia and North Car- 
Olina, but in most other sections east 
of the Mississippj conditions were fav- 
orable andthe crop did well. The rain 
in this area has brought up much late 
cotton, but stands are still poor in 
some places, particularly in Georgia; 
some replanting will be necessary.
